“Tt is important for parents to read 
their ‘vehicle owner's manual and 
safely seat use instructions,” said 
Mitchell. 

Many child seats in use today are 
installed improperly, and children 
often are improperly secured in safe- 
ly seats or seat belts. 

Safety seats must be installed and 
used properly to protect the child. 
Parents and caregivers also should 
understand which type of seat (in- 
fant, toddler/convertible or booster 
seat) is appropriate for the child's 
size and weight, 

Mitchell said the middle of a ve- 
hicle’s back seat is recommended as 
the safest place to install a child 
safety seat, and that children in rear- 
facing child seats should not be 
placed in the front seat of cars vith 
passenger-side air bags. The impact 
of a deploying air bag striking a 
rear-facing child seat could result in 
injury to the child.

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The City of Elba has been sued 
in federal court by several employ- 
ces who felt they were wrongfully 
terminated. Each of these cases was 
settled out of court and each time 
the worker was returned to work 
and awarded damages. 

In other business the council ap- 
pss payment of bills totaling 

15,640.05. This total included 
$4488.65 for parts and repairs on 
vehicles; $1458.70 for asphalt mix 
for street repairs; $1317.97 for po- 
lice uniforms and $2276.06 for ra- 
dio repairs.

A new well head protection pro- 
gram will cost $28,500. That is the 
low bid from Carter Darnell and 
Grubbs Engineering to complete this 
newly mandated project. High bid

made ,my decision about what I 
wanted to do with my life when I 
was a 9th grader. It was based on my 
association with a fabulous woman, 
Mrs. Kate Ham, who was a math 
teacher. She had a tremendous influ- 
ence on my life. Her almost mother- 
ly style of teaching, personality, de- 
votion to the students, and loyalty to 
her school; I held these attributes in 
the highest regard in terms of integri- 
ty.” Mrs. Ham taught Ken Dyess in 
Elba, Alabama, from 8th until 12th 
grade, He stayed in touch with her 
for years after he graduated until her 
death, 

Throughout his own high school 
years, Ken continued to look to 
wards teaching as a profession. “As 
a high school student I began to 
make plans about what kind of 
teacher I wanted to be.” These plans 
were based on what any high school- 
cr would consider important. He re- 
members, “I promised myself that if 
I gave a test | would have it graded 
and given back the next day. Also, if 
my class was going to be dull and 
boring, then I would have to quit 
teaching. There needs to be in every 
lesson time for laughter and for ex- 
citement. The third thing was that | 
wanted my students to feel comforta- 
ble in the classroom. They should 
feel like they could ask questions 
without feeling any judgement from 
the teacher.” 

Ken's accomplishment of these 
three things is apparent in his contin- 
ued devotion to the educational and 
emotional well-being of his students. 
He does get graded tests back the 
next day. He often tells jokes or sto- 
ries in class. As one former student 
remembers, ‘Anybody that has gone 


through his classes has heard tales 
about Elba and the Pea River,.

He came down on 
our level. Mr, Dyess was a breath of 
fresh air from the formality that 
teachers can exhibit.” He also spends 
many hours, during and after school, 
explaining calculus, algebra or any 
other mathematical principle to those 
who need help, It is important to 
Ken that the students understand the 
principles and master the subject. 
Often, one sees a student sitting in 
Mr. Dyess’ office listening to an ex- 
planation to a mathematical prob- 
lem, 

The students also know that he is 
always available as a shoulder to 
lean on, An alumna recollects, “Kids 
would go to him with any kind of 
problem, especially when they wer- 
en't comfortable talking to their par- 
ents. And it didn’t end when school 
was out or they graduated. They 
would come to him during the sum- 
mer and as college students. It 
wasn't only problems that they 
shared, They also brought him good 
news.” This open-door policy is im- 
portant to the success of Ken's rela- 
tionship with his students. “Students 
realized that although I would sup- 


port a teacher, | would also listen to ‘ 


a student. We may not always agree 
with students, but we certainly do 
need to listen to them,” 

Ken Dyess has indeed carved a 
niche for himself. The easy smile, 
gentle voice, and strong moral stan- 
dards of this man have made their 
mark on many students.

AUM professor releases preliminary study on 
effects of Alabama's chain gangs 


The use of chain gangs in Ala- 
bama have reduced rule violations 
by 22% among prison populations 
in which chain gangs have been in 
use, according to a_ preliminary 
study by Auburn University at 
Montgomery associate professor of 
sociology Paul Sharp. 

The study found that inmates are 
much more likely to take advantage 
of rehabilitative and educational 
programs in populations in which 
chain gangs have been in use than 
before. The number of indecent ex- 
posures by inmates also has 
dropped. The study was conducted 
by Sharp using statistics provided 
by the Alabama Department of Cor- 
rections. 

“Prelimin research indicates 
that assaults, fights, refusal to work, 
insubordination and other institu- 
tional misbehavior are down signifi- 
cantly where chain gangs operate,” 
said Dr. Sharp. 

“The results are encouraging for 
those who support the use of chain 
gangs as a crime deterrent to repeat 
offenders,” he said. Sharp cau- 
tioned, however, against using chain 
gangs as a solution to all crime 
problems in Alabama. 

Alabama became the first state in 
history to renew chain gangs as a 
form of punishment for state prison- 
ers, and as a way to save money by 
reducing the guard/inmate ratio. The 
offenders assigned for the program 
spend 12-hour days working on var- 
ious departmental and public pro- 
jects, many alongside Alabama’s in- 
terstate. Inmates are shackled 
together eight feet apart in groups of 
five and are overseen by armed

“This research supports what we 
originally set out to do--send a mes- 
Sage, particularly to repeat offend- 
ers, that Alabama is going to be 
tough on crime,” said Alabama Pris- 
on Commissioner Ron Jones, 
“We're very pleased to find that not 
only have disciplinary problems 
dropped but also inmates are now 
more willing to consider their fu- 
ture," he said. “The Department of 
Corrections welcomes more re- 
search in this area as we monitor the 
effectiveness of chain gangs.” 

Dr. Sharp said that he will con- 
tinue to monitor the effects of chain 
gangs until inmates currently on the 
chain gangs are released from pris- 
on. A proposal to fund continued re- 
search by Dr. Sharp and two Ala- 
bama criminologists recently was 
rejected by the National Institute of 
Justice until legal questions sur- 
rounding the constitutionality of 
chain gangs are answered. Austin vs, 


James is now pending in the U.S. 
District Court for the Middle District 
of Alabama. Filed by an Alabama in- 
mate, the lawsuit contends that the 
use of chain gangs violates the 
eighth amendment, which prohibits 
“cruel and unusual punishment.” 
The lawsuit names Alabama Govern- 
or Fob James as the defendant. 

“Until a decision is made in Aus- 
tin vs. James, other states that are 
contemplating using chain gangs 
will put their plans on hold,” § 
noted. “In addition, funding for stud- 
ying the effects of chain gangs, un- 
fortunately, will be withheld.”

Thanks also 
to my neighbors Jackie Windham, 
Albert Lee, Wayne Bryan and some 
I didn’t recognize. And finally, 
thank you to the people of Coffee 
County for supporting your local 
emergency services. I, for one, will 
forever be grateful and continue to 
support them.

Dear Editor: 

Alabama’s new responses to pov- 
erty should be based upon a clear un- 
derstanding of the scope of federal 
funding for welfare programs, and 
not on conjecture and ideological bi- 
ases. Sweeping welfare changes 
should be postponed until the issue 
is resolved at the federal level, and 
State and local implications are fully 
understood. Rather than courting the 
perils of speculative legislation, our 
Legislature should put a mechanism 
in place to objectively measure the 
impact of any state policy changes 
on children, who bear a dispropor- 
tionate burden of poverty. 

At this point, parts of any state 
welfare reform could not be imple- 
mented until the United State Con- 
gress has finished its work. Some of 
the measures of premature state wel- 
fare reform would invariably contra- 
dict new federal policies, and would 
require repeal or revision shortly af- 
ter enactment. 

There is general agreement that 
present programs and policies re-' 
sponding to poverty are in need of 
critical analysis and thoughtful 
change. People on all sides of the 
welfare reform debate want efficient 
and effective programs to lessen the 
extent and impact of poverty in Ala- 
bama. However, until changes in 
federal policies and mechanisms for 
funding programs are finalized, state 
welfare reform would be reckless,

Animal Science Class Taught At Z.C. 


by Amy Jackson 

To tell the history of domesticated an- 
imals, to teach the importance, and val- 
ues of animals, and to relate various oc- 
cupations in the livestock industry are 
three primary goals of one unit of study 
in Agribusiness. Several types of animals 
have been studied, 

Cattle, the descendants of Bos taurus 
and Bos indicus, were imported by Co- 
lumbus on his second voyage. The 
North Midwest states have become a ma- 
jor region for feeding cattle to market 
weight. 

Swine are an American breed. They 
are descendents of the European wild 
boar and East Indian pig. Swine were 
brought to North America by DeSoto, 
who brought thirteen head on his expedi- 
tion to Florida. Three years later that 
number had increased to 700 head. Co- 
lumbus also brought swine on his second 
voyage. 

Sheep production in the western 
States began because cheap range land 
was available. The only native sheep to 
America is the Bighorn. Sheep were 
brought to America by Columbus and by 
the early settlers. There are many differ- 
ent types of goats in the United States. 
Milk goats were imported from Switzer- 
land and the Angora goats were imported 
from Turkey. 

The poultry industry is located in the 
Southern states. Chickens were first 
tamed by the Chinese. The turkey is na- 


tive to North America. The chickens 
were brought to America by Columbus 
and the early settlers. 

Animals are very important because 
they bring a greater return from crops 
they eat than selling crops directly on the 
market. A large percentage of plant ma- 
terials are returned to the land. Rough 
and hilly land, unsuitable for farming 
and row crops, can be utilized for pas- 
tures. Animals also convert bulky prod- 
ucts into easily transported products. 

The value of the livestock industry is 
very high. The value of agricultural 
products in the United States is $141 bil- 
lion and livestock represents $68 billion 
of that amount. The leading states for 
livestock production are Texas, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Nebraska and Califomia. 

There are many occupations in live- 
stock production. The occupations that 
require limited experiences are farmhand 
and hatchery employees. Farmhands 
perform manual labor tasks and routine 
duties necessary in feeding and caring 
for the animals. Hatchery employees 
clean buildings and equipment. They are 
also in charge of setting the eggs, filling 
incubators, grading and packing chicks. 

Occupations requiring some ex- 
perience are animal groomers, cattle de- 
homers and chick sexers. Animal 
groomers keep animals in condition for 
exhibition or shows. Cattle dehorners 
make animals less dangerous by re- 


moving the horns or preventing growth 
of horns. Chick sexers are in charge of 
separating chicks according to sex by pin 
feathers. The pin feathers of male chicks 
are longer than those of female chicks. 
Managerial occupations are cattleman, 
dairyman, and feedlot manager. Cattle- 
men feed cattle, manage crops grown for 
feed, and manage pastures, Dairymen 
maintain a dairy herd and supervise milk 
production. Feedlot managers supervise 
feeding of beef cattle, swine and some- 
times to produce animals for slaugh- 
tering. The salaries of these occupations 
range from minimum wage to $8 dollars 
an hour.

ELBA TIGERS HANG UP SNEAKERS WITH 6-14 RECORD 


The Elba Tigers saw a disappointing season come to a disappointing 
end last week when the Tigers were eliminated from the Area 4 tourna- 
ment in the opening round. The loss left the Tigers with a final record of 
6 wins and 14 losses, and also ended their streak of being a part of the Re- 

ional Tournament at Troy State ever since the format was adopted back 
in 1994, It wasn’t the ending that the players or fans had hoped for; how- 
ever, it was probably a fitting ending considering the season as a whole, 

Elba was expected to have a solid team this season and sprinted out to 
an early 4-1 record with wins over such teams as 6A Enterprise, 5A Opp 
and 4A Ashford, but then fell flat during a mid-season slump and dropped 
nine straight games as their record dipped to 4-10. Big wins over area- 
rival Luverne and Opp gave hope for a fast finish, but the Tigers then lost 
their final four games, and like they say, “The rest is history. 

What happened? Elba lost two starters to graduation and one to an in- 
jury off last year’s team, which also had a losing record, and had its third 
head coach in the last three years, Add to that the fact that this year's 
team simply wasn’t blessed with a lot of talent, and it isn’t really all that 
hard to figure out why the Tigers struggled. The players worked hard in 
practice and played hard in the games, it just wasn’t their year! 


AREA TEAMS HAVE MIXED RESULTS IN POST-SEASON PLAY 


The second season began last week for high school teams across the 
state, and it also ended sooner than planned for some teams in the area. 
Here’s a quick look back.... 

*KINSTON was in trouble in overtime against G.W. Long in the Bull- 
dogs’ Sub-Region clash, but woke-up from the Rebels’ “sleeper hold” 
just in time and claimed a 29-26 win to advance to the Southeast Re- 
gionals for the first time in school history. Kinston allowed G.W. Long to 
dictate the pace of the game from the opening tip, and simply stood back 
and watched as the Rebels held the ball for minutes at a time, in an at- 
tempt to stay close to the usually high-scoring Bulldogs. Long was play- 
ing for the final shot in overtime and was ready to steal the win when the 
Rebels turned the ball over, and Kinston scored late to escape with the 
victory. Kinston’s win in the Sub-Region was the fifth straight for the 
Bulldogs and should help Kinston basketball in its trip back to the top of 
the 1A rankings. No matter what Kinston does at Troy State, the Bulldogs 
won when it counted most late in the season and made it clear that the 
Bulldogs are back. 

*NEW BROCKTON lost its final two games of the season, and the 
losses came when it meant the most, as the Gamecocks closed out the sea- 
son with an 18-11 record. New Brockton’s loss to Kinston in the Area 
Tournament put the Gamecocks up against second-ranked Houston Acad- 
emy, and while the Gamecocks played the highly-touted Raiders tough 
for three quarters, Brockton just couldn’t make the key shots and saw its 
season come to an unexpected end. New Brockton appeared to be peaking 
at just the right time as it began to pile up the wins in mid-season; how- 
ever, a tough schedule late in the year resulted in some tough losses, and 
perhaps the late-season losses took some of the confidence out of the 
Gamecocks. The end of the season was disappointing, but it was a solid 
year for the Gamecocks and there is no doubt that basketball is alive and 
well at New Brockton. 

*BRANTLEY saw its reign as the “King” of small school basketball 
come to a crashing end in the semifinal round of the Class 2A, Area 5 
tournament as the Bulldogs were sent packing by the Clayton Tigers. The 
Bulldogs jhad split with Clayton during the regular season, but Brantley 
was convinced that the loss to the 5-14 Tigers was a fluke, and was look- 
ing forward to their fourth match-up of the season against the #1 Goshen 
Eagles. The fact Brantley had won three straight state champions made 
this year’s team confident that it would play well once the tourney got un- 
derway; however, the success of Bulldog teams of the past was just that, 
in the past, and every team is judged on its own merit. Maybe this year’s 
disappointing season will make next year’s squad determined to put the 
Bulldogs back atop the state basketball world. 

*ZION CHAPEL was expected to cause headaches for its opponents in 
the Class 1A, Area 3 tournament, but the only ones aching after the open- 
ing round of the tourney were the Rebels, as they were blasted by 46 
points by McKenzie. Zion Chapel had some quality players and at times 
ooked like a solid 1A club, while at other times the Rebs seemed un- 
interested. The Rebels have a very good coach and the basketball pro- 
gram has the support needed to be a winner, which are two very im- 
portant ingredients. The only ingredient missing is confidence, and that 
can only come through experience, and winning. Look for the Rebels to 
put it all together soon, and then the confidence will carry them to more 
and more wins.

Gov. James declares 
Feb. 19--23 Severe 
Weather Preparedness 
Week 


Alabama Governor Fob James 
has proclaimed this week, Feb. 19- 
23, as Severe Weather Preparedness 
Week in the state. 

The Alabama Emergency Man- 
agement Agency (AEMA) and local 
EMA’s join the National Weather 
Service in asking for help in spread- 
ing information about severe weath- 
er and its impact on our state. 

This state is one of the hardest hit 
in the nation by severe weather. 

Unfortunately in 1995 Alabama 
led the nation for the second year in 
a row in the number of deaths 
caused by tornadoes. 

The devastation caused by the 
twister which hit Huntsville in No- 
vember 1989 or the deadly tornado 
that struck Goshen Methodist 
Church in Cherokee County on Palm 
Sunday in 1994 will never be forgot- 
ten. 

This week marks the one year an- 
niversary of the tragic tornado that 
hit Joppa and Arab in Cullman and 
Marshall counties. 

Here are some facts about severe 
weather in Alabama: 

eAlabama ranks fourth in the na- 
tion in the number of tornadoes and 
fifth in the number of tornado fatali- 
ties, 

«In 1995, Alabama led the nation 
for the second consecutive year in 
the number of tomado deaths at sev- 
en. 


*Lightening strikes caused four 
deaths and ten injuries in 1995, 
Since 1990, lightening has killed 
nine people and injured one hundred 
and fifty-three people across the 
state. In an average year, lightening 
will claim more lives in the U. S. 
than tormadoes or hurricanes. 

*There was one flash flood relat- 
ed death in 1995, although there 
were thirteen flash flood events and 
one major flood event. However, 
during the past seven years, twenty- 
four people have lost their live be- 
cause of flooding in Alabama. 

*Severe thunderstorm winds 
reached damaging force at least 
three hundred and sixty-eight times 
in 1995, and caused millions of dol- 
lars in damage. Three people died 
and eleven were injured because of 
severe thunderstorms during 1995. 

Throughout the week various 
agencies across the state are, and 
will be, conducting educational ac- 
tivities to help people prevent inju- 
ries and deaths from tornadoes, dam- 
aging winds, flash flooding, 
lightening, and hail. 

The bottom line in defense 
against hazardous weather is to de- 
velop the best possible warning sys- 
tem through advances like Doppler 
weather radar and improved infor- 
mation dissemination. 

But, in spite of these improve- 
ments, every individual needs to 
continue their efforts to be ready for 
potentially deadly storms. Everyone 
needs a plan of action and the 
knowledge on how to react quickly 
if a threat materializes, 

This week should be a time for re- 
viewing one’s home and business 
preparedness plans. People are urged 
to contact the National Weather Ser- 
vice, Coffee County Emergency 
Management Agency, or the local 
Red Cross Chapter for answers to 
their questions,

Elba moves closer to $2 million sewer upgrade

The Elba City Council moved a 
step closer to a two million dollar 
sewer system upgrade Monday eve- 
ning when they authorized Peters 
and Mitchell Engineering to proceed 
with a plan began over a year ago to 
rehabilitate and expand the failing 
sewer collection system. 

The firm will file a request with 
Farmer’s Home for a loan and grant 
combination to fund the estimated 
$2,157,474.00 cost of the work. 

Engineers addressing the council 
Monday night with details of the 
proposal were Charles Mitchell and 
Bobby Lee. 

The project plans at present in- 
cludes rehab work on Cordelia 
Street, Brunson Circle and the larg- 
est - Brookdale. The sewer lines in 
the Brookdale area cause a majority 
of the problems with the system, as 
sewage flows in from other areas 
and damages to the system cause 
major overflows and pump failure. 

Extension of new lines to addi- 
tional customers will occur on Tay- 
lor Mill Road, Highway 189, High- 
way 84 East and Highway 125. New 
customers to be served are estimated 
by engineers at 88. 

A much smaller sewer project 
grant has been approved under the 
Community Development Block 
Grant program (CDBG) and work 
should begin on it within a few 
months. 


_ Other Sane a need exten- 
sions or upgrading are expected to 
qualify onder CDBG for future 
grants of up to 80% grant funds. 
Therefore they were not included in 
the multi-million dollar project, 
which will receive 35% grant mo- 
nies at best. One specific area which 
engineers are sure would qualify for 
the CDBG grant program is the Old 
Curtis Road area. In that area from 
Kleinerts to the city limits there are 
no city sewage lines, due to the ex- 
pense of installing pumping stations 


to get over the hills. 

The long range plans of city of- 
ficials is to insure that all residents 
within the city limits have access to 
the municipal sewer collection sys- 
tem. 
Lee told council members that up 
to 60% of the cost of the rehab por- 
tion of the project is the cost of street 
replacement. He gave as an example 
the Brookdale work which will cost 
a total of $737,240.00 and $437,040 
of that total is for street replacement. 
On some of the new extension work 


there is no street repair anticipated, 

The Cordelia Street sewer lines 
are major collection lines for a large 
part of the town and Lee noted that 
sand build-up in the lines was caus- 
ing problems with pumps and the la- 
goons,

Commission opens bids & approves plat

The Coffee Commission met 
Monday with Commissioner Bill 
,Faulk presiding. Two commission 


*members, Chairman Robert Ste- both 


pos and Commissioner Randy 
unsford, were out of town. 

Commissioners worked their way 
through a small agenda in just over 
an hour and a half - including a brief 
recess. 

Bids for supplying steel pilings 
and fuel to the county highway de- 
partment were opened and awarded. 

Receiving the bid for pilings was 
J. D, Fields and Company Inc. of 
Metairie, LA. Their bid for 1,000 
feet was $9,350.00. The only other 
bid submitted was from Skyline 
Steel Corporation of Cropwell, AL 
and it was only $30 higher than the 
low bid. 

There were only two bidders on 
supplying the county with gasoline 
and diesel fuel - Grimes Oil of Eiba 
and Heath Oil of Enterprise. 

Grimes was low bidder at .0042¢ 
below the state bid on both gasoline 
and diesel fuel. 

Turning to a matter tabled at the 
last commission meeting, acting 
chairman Bill Faulk asked Coun 
Engineer Randy Tindell if the defi- 
ciencies in the preliminary plat sub- 
mitted by Mary Helen Lannan had 
been corrected. 

Tindell replied that they had and 
he recommended the approval of the 
“preliminary plat” on Lake Nichols 

tates submitted by Lannan, The 
proposed subdivision will be located 
Just off Co, Rd, 651. 

County Attorney Kenneth Fuller 
commented that “all the technical re- 
quirements had been met.” The com- 
mission voted unanimously to ap- 
prove Lannan’s request. 

Dell Ellis appeared before the 
commission to discuss county roads, 
After rambling for several minutes, 
Mr. Ellis asked the commissioners if 
they intended to maintain Co, Rd. 
668 - a dirt road - as an 80 foot right- 
of-way. 

There seemed to be some ques 
tion as to whether or not deeds had 
been obtained on all the road’s right- 
of-way. The engineer was instructed 
to check on the matter and report 
back to the commission, 

During the general business ses- 
sion, Engineer Tindell had some 
good news for the commission as 
well as Elba and Kinston, 

He had a letter which informed 
him that State Representative Gar- 
reth Moore had been successful in 
obtaining an additional $200,000.00 
to be used in road and bridge work, 

The money had been allocated by 
Gov, Fob James and will be used to 
fund a bridge in Elba and for paving 
streets in Kinston, 

Tindell stated that $129,200.00 
will be used to construct a bridge on 
the connector road between the Elba 
oy School Complex and the Taylor

will handle the design 
bridge pro- 


The remaining $70,800.00 will be 
used in a street re-surfacing project 
in Kinston. 

The state highway department 
will oversee the bidding process on 
‘projects. 

Tindell gave commissioners an 
up-date on on-going projects within 
the county. They are as follows: 

¢ The contract on the re-surfacing 
of Co. Rd. 364 (Taylor Mill Road) 
and Co. Rd. 617 has been awarded 
to Couch Construction and work 
should begin in two to three weeks. 

¢ Culvert replacement on Co. Rd. 
156 should begin within three to four 
weeks, . 

e The re-surfacing of Co. Rds. 
228 and 470 should start in mid- 
May. 

« The repair of the damage caused 
by a slide on Co. Rd. 248 is set to 
begin in mid-July. 

° The paving of Co, Rds. 455 and 
467 is proceeding. It has been de- 
layed due to the weather. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley asked that the commission 
review the county’s leave policy. He 
told commissioners that in 1995, 
Congress passed the Family Leave 
Bill allowing employees additional 
leave time. 


The Bill allows an employee to 
be out of work for an additional 12 
weeks (without compensation) due 
to illness after using up their ac- 
quired sick-leave time. 

Mobley’s question.to the commis- 
sion was “How long do we hold an 
individual’s job after the 12 weeks 
additional time has been used - six 
months, a year or what? We need to 
establish a policy on this matter.” 

Turning to another matter, Mo- 
bley informed that the architectural 
firm handling the window replace- 
ment in the Elba Courthouse was 
ready to bid the project. 

The commissioners approved 
sending out bids on the windows to 
be opened on March 21st. The archi- 
tects will handle the whole matter. 

Prior to adjourning, Commission- 
er Bernest Brooks recommended that 
the commission recognize Charles 
Cole, principal of New Brockton 
Elementary School and long-time 
coach, for his recent induction into 
the Wiregrass Sports Hall of Fame.
